Walter Reed Picked to Close 


Base relocation panel votes to shutter historic D.C. hospital 


ARLINGTON, VA. I After nearly a century of 
service in Northwest Washington, Walter 
Reed Army Medical Center is a step closer 
to moving to the suburbs. A federal com- 
mission voted Thursday to close the vener- 
able institution and shift many of its ser- 
vices to facilities in southern Maryland and 
Northern Virginia. 

Chairman Anthony Principi called the 
base-closing commission’s 8-0 decision a “no- 


brainer.” He said while the medical care at 
Walter Reed is “extraordinary,” the 9 6 -year- 
old hospital needs to be modernized. 

Under the plan, many of the medical 
services at Walter Reed would be relocated 
to a state-of-the-art, expanded hospital in 
Bethesda, Md., to be renamed Walter Reed 
in a nod to the old facility’s heritage. Other 
services would be moved to Fort Belvoir in 
Fairfax County, Va. 


One-time costs, includ- 
ing construction, would 
total $989 million. The 
Pentagon would save $301 
million over 20 years, the 
commission said. A final 
report must be submit- 
ted to President Bush by 
Sept. 8.

Six Flags 
Tries to Foil 
Snyder Bid 

OKLAHOMA CITY I Six Flags Inc. is putting 
itself up for sale at auction, one week after 
Washington Redskins owner Dan Snyder 
hid to raise his stake in the amusement-park 
operator and oust Kieran Burke as chairman 
and CEO. Its shares rose 11 percent. 

Six Flags, the world’s second biggest theme- 
park operator after The Walt Disney Co., said 
Thursday it would invite dissident shareholder 
RedZoneLLC — aninvestmentfirm controlled 
by Snyder — to participate in the auction. 

But it also said it opposed Snyder’s attempt 
to gain control of the company through a 
tender offer that would boost its stake in 
Six Flags to just under 35 percent. 

Details of the board-authorized auction 
were not spelled out. Six Flags did not offer a 
timetable, saying only that it would be thor- 
ough and prompt. Analysts Kathy Styponias 
and Aaron Bearce of Prudential Equity Group 
wrote in a report Thursday that they didn’t 
see any likely bidders besides Snyder in the

Katrina’s 
Damage to 
Be Limited 

FORT LAUDERDALE, FLA. I Hurricane 
Katrina dumped sheets of rain, 
kicked up the surf and blew strong 
winds ashore Thursday, toppling 
trees and driving sand across water- 
front streets as it made landfall on 
the state’s densely populated south- 
east coast. 

Katrina’s maximum sustained 
winds increased from 50 to 80 
mph on Thursday, making it a 
Category 1 storm as it hit south 
of Fort Lauderdale, said hurri- 
cane specialist Lixion Avila with 
the National Hurricane Center 
in Miami. 

An estimated 5.9 million Florida 
residents were in Katrina’s project- 
ed path. 

Category 1 storms have maxi- 
mum sustained winds of 74 to 95 
mph, and wind damage to secured 
structures is usually minimal. 
Weather officials said Katrina was 
mostly a rain event, with flooding

Mother of slain soldier 
plans to eontinue vigil 
in D.C. on Sept. 24 

CRAWFORD, TEXAS I A slain soldier’s 
mother said Thursday that the anti- 
war vigil she started nearly three 
weeks ago near President George 
W. Bush’s ranch won’t end when 
she and other protesters pack up 
the camp next week. 

Cindy Sheehan said the day 
after she leaves Aug. 31, she will 
embark on a bus tour ending up in 
Washington, D.C., on Sept. 24. Then 
the group will start a 24 -hour vigil 
in the nation’s capital. 

“I am not alone,” she said at a 
news conference Thursday. 

“There’s the people standing 
behind me here, but there’s thou- 
sands of military families ... who 
want the same answers to the same 
questions,” she added.

Schoomaker contends 
troop levels are ‘a long 
way from dire straits’ 

WASFIINGTONI The Army’s top gen- 
eral said Thursday he is encouraged 
by a recent rebound in recruit- 
ing, and he rejected suggestions 
that the stress of war in Iraq and 
Afghanistan is pushing the service 
to a breaking point. 

“We’re a long way from what 
anybody would call dire straits,” 
Gen. Peter Schoomaker said in a 
breakfast interview with a group of 
reporters at a Washington hotel. He 
noted that more soldiers are sign- 
ing up for additional tours that were 
expected, particularly among com- 
bat units that have served lengthy 
tours in Iraq. 

Schoomaker also pointed out, 
for example, that the 3rd Infantry 


was always here. I felt like since I 
started it, I should be here.” 

When Sheehan arrived at the 
campsite and first saw a large 
banner depicting her son’s face, 
she sobbed, had to sit down and 
said she felt ill. 

Some of her supporters brought 
her water and cold towels, and she 
recovered about 20 minutes later. 

Sheehan started camping off the 
main road leading to Bush’s ranch 
Aug. 6, vowing to stay through his 
monthlong vacation unless he talks 
with her. 

She said she realizes that Bush 
has no intentions of meeting with 
her and other grieving families at 
the protest, but that her vigil has 
accomplished other things. 

“I absolutely think it’s worth- 
while because we’ve galvanized the 
peace movement,” she said. “We’ve 
started people talking about the war

Judge Defends $250K Bail for Boy 


Miss America officials 
have no location yet 
for future telecasts 

ATLANTIC CITY, N.J. I In a surprise 
announcement, the organizers of 
the Miss America pageant said 
Thursday they want to move the 
84 -year- old contest from the only 
home it has ever known. 

The Miss American Pageant is 
in a dire financial condition and 
last year lost its network television 
contract. 

Officials with the pageant asked 
the Atlantic City Convention & 
Visitors Authority to release the 
Miss America Organization from 
its contract to hold the pageant in 
Boardwalk Hall, a Depression-era 
landmark that has hosted the event 


since 1940. 

Miss America CEO Art 
McMaster told the authority’s 
board members the pageant can- 
not survive if it continues from the 
hall and in Atlantic City. 

McMaster said he had no des- 
tination in mind for the pageant, 
but said the high cost of operating 
in Atlantic City meant a drain on 
the organization that would put it 
out of operation. 

The authority went behind closed 
doors to make a decision. 

The convention authority already 
gives Miss America a $720,000 
annual subsidy, but McMaster 
said the pageant still operates at a 
$500,000 loss each time it holds 
the event in the hall because of 
high production costs for the tele- 
cast itself (AP)

WASHINGTON I Hostile attitudes 
and inappropriate treatment of 
women persist at the U.S. Military 
Academy at West Point and the 
Naval Academy, a Pentagon task 
force says in a new study. 

The panel called for better train- 
ing of future officers at the acad- 
emies, saying the value of women 
in the military should be better 
emphasized. 

It said present training regard- 
ing sexual harassment and assault 
issues is inadequate, resulting in 
misunderstandings by cadets and 
midshipmen about how to obtain 
medical care, counseling and legal 
assistance. 

“The sexual harassment and 
assault training programs at both 
academies are not effective in con- 
veying key concepts,” the task force 
said in a report issued Thursday.

Arab approval. But he said that if 
no agreement is reached, the doc- 
ument would bypass parliament 
completely and be decided in an 
Oct. 15 referendum. 

Hajim al-Hassani, speaking 
minutes after the midnight dead- 


line, said after meeting for three 
days, “we found that time was late 
and we saw that the matters will 
need another day in order to reach 
results that please everyone.” 

Earlier, however, a Sunni Arab 
negotiator said Shiites didn’t even 
show up for a late-night meeting.

14 Killed in 
Colombian 
Drug Feud 

BOGOTA, OOLOMBIA I Rebels mas- 
sacred 13 coca harvesters and their 
cook, making them the latest vic- 
tims of a feud with paramilitary 
gangs to control Colombia’s lucra- 
tive cocaine trade, authorities said 
Thursday. 

Rebels of the Revolutionary 
Armed Forces of Colombia, or 
FARC, gunned down Flor Maria 
Gutierrez and 13 men as she was 
serving them lunch Wednesday on 
a farm near Puerto Valdivia. 

The killings in northwest 
Colombia starkly underscore a 
bloody truth generally overlooked 
in the ruthless drug trade: that 
drug-related killings sometimes 
occur even before the narcotics 
are made, and that the victims are 
often those on the lowest rung of the 
drug- trafficking business. 

In this case, the victims worked 
on one of the many farms in the 
Antioquia state where coca flour- 
ishes. The men were harvesters who 
strip coca bushes of their leaves, and 
then add chemicals to make coca 
paste — a key step in producing 
cocaine. But they had earned the 
rebels’ wrath by selling their product 
to a right-wing paramilitary faction, 
said Antioquia Deputy Gov. Jorge 
Mejia.

Joint War Game Wraps Up 


First military exercise 
by Russia and China 
underscores new ties 

BEIJING I Thousands of Chinese 
and Russian troops wrapped up 
their first joint military exercises 
Thursday with a mock invasion 
by paratroopers on China’s east 
coast. 

The eight-day maneuvers with 
7,000 Chinese troops and 1,800 
Rnssians underscored growing 
military ties between the former 
Cold War enemies, motivated by 
their common unease with U.S. 
dominance in world affairs. 

On Thursday, Chinese and 
Russian paratroopers simulated

the seizure of an airfield as planes 
dropped combat vehicles by para- 
chnte on the Shandong Peninsula 
in the Yellow Sea, China’s official 
Xinhua News Agency reported. 

Russia’s Interfax news agency 


portrayed the operation as a suc- 
cess, saying Russian planes landed 
10 combat vehicles and two armored 
personnel carriers by parachute in 
high winds. 

Russian Defense Minister Sergei 
Ivanov and his Chinese counterpart, 
Cao Gangchuan, were on hand to 
watch the exercises. They were 
joined by defense officials from 
Kyrgyzstan, Tajikistan, Kazakhstan 
and Uzbekistan — the other mem- 
bers of a six-nation group that is 
meant to combat Islamic extrem- 
ism in Central Asia. 

China’s secretive military barred 
Western reporters from the war 
games. Russian media were also 
denied access to Chinese forces.

Commission to shift 
20,000 employees 
beyond the Beltway 

MCLEAN, VA. I A federal commission 
voted Thursday to move more than 

20.000 military and civilian defense 
jobs from the close-in suburbs of 
Northern Virginia to military bases 
outside the Capital Beltway despite 
concerns the massive job shift would 
create traffic nightmares. 

In May, the Pentagon recom- 
mended to the Base Realignment 
and Closure Commission that 

23.000 military and civilian defense 
employees working in leased office 
space in Alexandria and Arlington 
County be relocated to military 


bases beyond the Beltway, includ- 
ing Fort Belvoir, Va., Fort Meade, 
Md., and Quantico, Va. 


The commission voted to sup- 
port the vast majority of those rec- 
ommendations in a series of votes 


Thursday. But the committee 
rejected a proposal that would have 
moved the Office of Naval Research 
and the Defense Advanced Research 
Project Agency — an agency that 
conducts far-flung and often con- 
troversial research on a variety of 
topics — to Bethesda. 

Karen Vasquez, a spokeswom- 
an for Arlington County’s economic 
development agency, said the deci- 
sion to keep DARPA, ONR and an 
Air Force scientific research facility 
in Arlington spared about 2,000 
of the 20,000 jobs the county was 
slated to lose. ‘We did suffer a major 
blow, but there was some clear suc- 
cess in our ability to retain those . . . 
research agencies,” Vasquez said.

Feds indict 19 MS- 13 Gang Members 


GREENBELT, MD. I Nineteen alleged 
members of the Hispanic gang MS- 
13 have been indicted on federal 
racketeering charges for crimes that 
include a string of homicides and 
attempted killings in Montgomery 
and Prince George’s counties. The 
indictments released Thursday 
tie the men to murders and other 
crimes from April 2003 through 
this past June, including kidnap- 


pings, drive-by shootings and a 
killing in a Suitland cemetery. Six 
people were slain and five more 
were allegedly targeted. 

The charges come after a series 
of MS-13 related stabbings in 
Montgomery County. Six teens were 
stabbed in two separate incidents 
earlier this month at a high school 
and shopping mall. Twelve people 
were arrested by county police for 


the attacks that Montgomery pros- 
ecutors believe were carried out by 
MS-13 members. 

Police in Prince George’s County 
are also investigating possible gang 
links to several recent stabbings in 
Langley Park, (ap)

Kodak to Close 
Plants, Cut Jobs 


Film company decides 
to shutter facilities, 
eliminating 1,000 jobs 

ROOHESTER, N.Y. I Eastman Kodak 
Co., battling a steep drop in demand 
for photographic film and paper, is 
scaling back film manufacturing in 
China and closing various business- 
es in Rochester and West Virginia, 
eliminating about 1,000 jobs. 

Kodak, which is navigating a 
tough transition to digital pho- 
tography, said Thursday it will 
consolidate North American color 
photographic paper manufactur- 
ing at factories in Windsor, Colo., 
and Harrow, England, by shutting 
down an operation in Rochester by 


the end of October. 

It said manufacturing of con- 
sumer film products will be cut 
back in Xiamen, China. 

By year- end, the company also 
will close another business in 
Rochester that recycles polyester 
waste and shrink an operation that 
processes polyester raw material. 

In addition, Kodak will close a 
printing-plate factory in Middleway, 
WVa., by next March, as it consoli- 
dates printing operations after its 
$980 million buyout of Canada’s 
Creo Inc., the world’s biggest maker 
of printer software. 

The moves are part of an over- 
haul begun by the film manufactur- 
er 20 months ago to eliminate up to 
25,000 jobs by mid-2007. (ap)

With Nats, Redskins 
sharing stage, where 
will fans’ loyalty lie? 

CHOICES I After playing just two 
preseason games, the Washington 
Redskins are already in some stiff 
competition. But it has nothing to 
do with the Philadelphia Eagles, 
the Dallas Cowboys or the New 
York Giants. 

For the first time in nearly 35 
years, the Redskins aren’t the only 
game in town and they find them- 
selves in somewhat unfamiliar ter- 
ritory — sharing the stage with a 
baseball team.

Redskins settle with 
linebaeker with deal 
that ean void eontraet 

REDSKINS I Linebacker LaVar 
Arrington and the Washington 
Redskins have finalized a settle- 
ment that ends a contract dispute 
that lasted 17 months, according 
to several sources involved in the 
negotiations. 

Under the deal, an amendment 
has been added to Arrington’s con- 
tract stating that if he makes the Pro 
Bowl two of the next four seasons 
he would be allowed to void his con- 
tract and become a free agent. 

The Redskins would then have 
the option of paying him $3.25 
million to keep him. In addition, 
he could earn $1.6 million more 
if he participates in 98 percent 
of special-teams plays, which is 
unlikely. 

Arrington had accused the 
Redskins of cheating him out of 
$6.5 million and was going to 
take his case to arbitration. The 
Redskins vehemently maintained 
that they did nothing wrong, and 
spokesman Karl Swanson said 
often that the team would not 
settle the case. 

Arrington eventually dropped his 
arbitration case and the Redskins 
will not have to pay the linebacker 
any of the disputed bonus unless 
he reaches the Pro Bowl incentives.

TENNIS I Roger Federer reckons 
that it wouldn’t take much to pre- 
vent him from winning his second 
straight U.S. Open title. 

A virus. An injury. A windy day 
that makes everything go awry. 

“A little thing needs to go wrong 
and you lose,” he said. 

For everyone else, maybe. It’s 
going to take a whole lot more to 
keep the Swiss star from extending 
one of the most dominant runs in 
ATP history. 

Federer won his 22nd consecu- 
tive tournament final last Sunday, 
dispatching Andy Roddick and any 
thought that he was vulnerable after 
a long summer layoff. His two -set 
victory for the Cincinnati Masters 
title made him the prohibitive favor- 
ite for the U.S. Open, which begins 
next Monday. 


“Federer is in a class of his 
own,” said Australia’s Lleyton 
Hewitt, who lost the Open 
final to Federer last year. 

And few players have marks 
like Federer, who turned 24 this 
month and has only recently come 
into his prime. He’s been No. 1 for 82 
consecutive weeks, one of the longest 
stays in ATP rankings history. 

That’s only the beginning. 

Federer is 138-9 over the last 
two years, including 54-3 this 
season. He has won his last 
28 matches on hard 
courts. He and 


Rafael Nadal are tied with nine 
ATP titles this year. The last 
three Wimbledon titles belong 
to Federer. 

He’s playing so well that oppo- 
nents have no margin for error — a 
factor that weighs on their nerves 
and their shots. 

‘You have to play pretty close 
to perfect,” said James Blake, 
who lost a first-round match 
to Federer in Cincinnati. 

The rest of the field had 
a little hope when Federer 
decided to take off after 
beating Roddick in July for 
his latest Wimbledon title. 
Federer knows he’s on the 
cusp of history. 

“Everything comes very 
automatic now,” he said. “I don’t 
need to think anymore where 
I’m going to hit the balls. They 
just go automatically. That’s 
very important in my game, 
because I need to play with

Fairy tales are supposed to be a 
little scary; “Grimm” too often feels 
like an interminable night- 
mare.

two city-bred teenagers (Kun Chen and 
Ye Liu) cope with the rigors of manual 
labor and the anti -literature attitudes of 
thevillageelder (Shuangbao Wang) in a 
drama based on director Dai Sijie's own 
experiences in the 1970s. When one of the 
teens befriends a pretty, illiterate seam- 
stress (Xun Zhou), he resolves to “cure 
her of her ignorance," reading banned 
books to herthat he smuggles in. Inthe 
way Dai's film reinforces the notion that 
stories are about remembering, notfor- 
getting, the past, the film possesses a 
documentary lyricism, (dt) 

BATMAN BEGINS (PG-13, 140 minutes) 
Director Christopher Nolan and his co- 
writer David S. Goyer have taken the bub- 
ble gum out of those previous Batman 
movies and returned to the dark spirit of 
comic bookcreator Bob Kane's work. This 
prequel aboutthe early days is slow mov- 
ing in many respects, but it's narratively 
entrancing. And Christian Bale makes a 
credible Bruce Wayne, who undergoes 
rigorous training under the tutelage of 
mystical warrior Henri Ducard (Liam

And Freddie Highmore is a charmer as

CRASH (R, 100 minutes) The aftermath of 
Rodney King and 9/11 seemsto searthe 
nostrils of every Los Angeleno in Paul 
Haggis’ white-knuckle hatefest among 
characters of almost every ideological, 
cultural or religious stripe. If “Crash” only 
showed the darksideof humanity, it would 
barely be worth bothering. Butthe movie 
is also about the best in people. As soon 
as we think we have some character’s 
number he or she turns around and does 
something quite astonishing, (dt) 
DEUCE BIGALOW: EUROPEAN GIGOLO (R, 
77 minutes) Was there really that much 
demand for a sequel to “Deuce Bigalow: 
Male Gigolo,” a crude comedy about a 
male prostitute with a heart of gold? If 
there’s any justice in the world, this entry 
in the franchise, which stoops even lower 
than thefirstfilm without bringing any- 
thing newtothetable, oughtto put an end 
to thoughts of a third “Gigolo” vehicle for 
star Rob Schneider. It’s not that I don’t 
want to seethe guy get work. I actually 
think Schneider's kind of funny, in a stu- 
pid way. Just not when his material, like 
some paid sex, is this tired, joyless and 
perfunctory, (dt) 


THE DUKES OF HAZZARD (PG-13, 106 
minutes) There’s a lot of armchair out- 
laws out there who fondly remember that 
long-running Friday-night TV show with 
Bo, Duke and Daisy and that '69 orange 
Dodge Charger, the General Lee. This 
movie, starring Seann William Scott 
as Bo and Johnny Knoxville as Luke, is 
smart enough not to mess with a good 
thing. “Dukes” is morecharmingly low- 
brow than screamingly funny, and it 
doesn’t seem the slightest bit inter- 
ested in straying from the formula of 
screeching cars, barroom brawls and 
other southern cliches. Anyone going 
to this movie would want no less and, it 
seems, no more, (dt) 

THE EDUKATORS (R, 126 minutes) Young 
roommates Jan (Daniel Bruehl)and Peter 
(Stipe Erceg) break into rich homes, rear- 
range the furniture and leave threaten- 
ing graffiti — all this to protest capital- 
ism's excesses. Butwhen Jan becomes 
attracted to Peter’s waitress-girlfriend, 
Jule (Julia Jentsch), the trouble starts.

FANTASTIC FOUR (PG-13, 105 min- 
utes) This movie version of the comic

tation. We go through the opening his- 
tory and learn howfourastronaut-scien- 
tists were caug ht in a wave of radioactiv- 
ity and becamethe Fantastic Four team of 
superfreaks.

Despite some nice moments of comput- 
er-generated imagery, which includesa 
human fireball and a well-done scene on 
a Manhattan bridge in which the Thing 
uses his brute strength to stop a fire 
enginefrom plunging into the water, this 
“Four” ain't so “Fantastic.” And the less 
said aboutthedialoguethe better. The 
Fantastic Four nevertopped my person- 
al short list, as far as comic book heroes 
went. And this so-so movie doesn't do 
much to changethat feeling, (dt) 

FOUR BROTHERS (R, 108 minutes) 
Director John Singleton's Detroit- 
based Western -without-cowboy- hats 
pits four thuggish adopted brothers 
(Mark Wahiberg, Tyrese Gibson, Garrett 
Hedlund and Andre Benjamin ofthe musi- 
cal duo OutKast) againstthe gangsters 
who had their saintly mother killed. It's a 
diverting enough thriller, but one that ulti- 
mately doesn't expect — oreven want — 
its audience to participate in it, except as 
a passenger. Itwould betwice as engag- 
ing if it spent half as much energy mak- 
ing us care about the vengeance -seek- 
ing siblings as it does making us not care 
abouttheirvictims. (mo) 

THE 40-YEAR-OLD VIRGIN (R, 111 min- 
utes) Filthy, funny and sweet in equal 
measure, the feature directorial debut 
of “Freaks and Geeks” writer-producer 
Judd Apatow is a Rota Schneider movie 
with the soul of a chick flick. That's not 
actually fair. While it's true that the come- 
dy — revolving around the efforts of three 
friends (Paul Rudd, Romany Malcoand 
Seth Rogen)togettheirgeeky nice-guy 
co-worker (Steve Carell) deflowered — 
has a lot of smutty humor, it's also pret- 
ty smart. In the end, the organ it's real- 
ly all about exercising is the human 
heart, (mo) 

THE GREAT RAID (R, 132 minutes) Based 
on one of modern history's boldest and 
most inspiring rescue missions, the 
story of how 500 POWs were freed from 
Japanese captivity in a remote corner 
ofthe Philippines during World War II 
is unnecessarily long, with lame dia- 
logue, un-fleshed-out relationships 
between central characters and a formu- 
laic romance between prisoner Joseph 
Fiennes and nurse Connie Nielsen. The 
film's epilogue, in which we see actual 
footageofthe participants afterthe res- 
cue, istouching in ways this dramatiza- 
tion just can’t muster. (DT) 


GRIZZLY MAN (R, 103 minutes) Filmmaker 
Werner Herzog has a knack forturning 
his films into intense visions of new 
worlds, literal or spiritual. “Grizzly Man” 
is no exception, in the way it takes us into 
both the heart of Alaska and the soul of 
author, wildlife activist, surferandfailed 
TV actor Timothy Treadwell, who in 2003 
was killed and eaten by one ofthe grizzly 
bears whose preservation he champi- 
oned (and among whom he lived for long 
stretches). It’s an extraordinarily moving 
portrait of a strange man, but by gazing 
at the seemingly distant horizon that is 
Treadwell's life, we are brought discon- 
certingly closer to our own. (dt)

language of the characters. But his story 
is so affecting, itthreatens to make cross- 
over audiences sing out: “You know, it's 
hard out here fora pimp.” (dt) 

THE ISLAND (PG-13, 127 minutes) Ewan 
McGregor and Scarlett Johansson, 
buffed and dressed in sparkling white, 
play harvested beings, or replicants — 
to borrow a term from “Blade Runner,” 
which Michael Bay's movie has ran- 
sacked. McGregor is a cloned human 
called Lincoln Six Echo, and Johansson, 
named Jordan Two Delta, is also a copy of 
someone else. When they realize they are 
spare parts for their original molds, they 
make a run for it. Cuethe helicopters and 
a paramilitary troubleshooter (Djimon 
Hounsou) who gives chase. We've seen 
this plot-line, and this Brave New World, 
in better sci-fi films. Thankstotheir per- 
formances, it's still fun to watch, (dt) 
MAD HOT BALLROOM (PG, 95 minutes) 
Marilyn Agrelo's at times stirring docu- 
mentary follows groups of young partic- 
ipants in American Ballroom Theater's 
“Dancing Classrooms” program as they 
prepare for a climactic dance-off with 
student ballroom dancers from New 
York City public schools. It's a lot like 
“Spellbound,” the spelling bee docu- 
mentary, in that it has as much to say 
aboutthe contestants — their lives and 
aspirations — as it does aboutthe con- 
test. In the end, it isn't only about the 
dancing (though there’s plenty of that, 
and it's pretty darn good) as it is about 
living and growing up. (mo) 
MADAGASCAR (PG, 86 minutes) The lat- 
est offering from DreamWorks Animation 
SKG, a tale of citified zoo animals who 
escape to the wilds of Madagascar from 
the Central ParkZoo, ishigh in antic ener- 
gy but low in charm. Voiced with most- 
ly perfunctory delivery by Ben Stiller, 
Chris Rock, David Schwimmerand Jada 
Pinkett Smith, the quartet of, respective- 
ly, Alex the lion, Marty the zebra, Melman 
the giraffe and Gloria the hippo experi- 
ence a rude awakening when Alex's car- 
nivorous nature puts their friendships at 
stake. But the story, which attempts to 
laugh its way out thefact that some ani- 
mals eat one another, never really resolves 
its central conflict, which arises from the 
inescapablefactthatit'sadog-eat-dog 
world. Contains cartoon violence, some 
humor centered on excretory functions, a 
bit of mild vulgar language and thematic 
material related to the fact that animals 
eat one another, (mo) 

MARCH OF THE PENGUINS (G, 80 min- 
utes) In this charmfest of a movie, nar- 


rator Morgan Freeman tells us aboutthe 
habits and tremendous resilience of the 
emperor penguins, whose procreation 
quest takes them on an incredible jour- 
ney on thefrozen continent, where on a 
good day, the temperature is 58 degrees 
below zero. We're talking journeys of 
about 70 miles to the most frigid chunk 
of land on Earth. The film is full of won- 
derful momentsand spectacles, includ- 
ing thousands of penguins huddled en 
masse, nursing their eggs. The wind 
moans and peppers them with snow. 
But they hold on to those eggs, which 
would crack and kill the baby inside if 
they touch the ground, (dt) 

MR. & MRS. SMITH (PG-13, 112 minutes) 
Husband -and -wife hit men (Brad Pitt and 
Angelina Jolie) are hired to kill each other 
as bullets and romantic sparks fly. Pitf 
and Jolie's monumental charisma, cou- 
pled with director Doug Liman's stylish- 
ly jaundiced staging, makesthisallego-

ry of modern love a summer diversion 
that's fast-paced and sexy enough for 
the multiplex crowd and blackhearted

MURDERBALL (R, 86 minutes) This isn't 
just the best smash-mouth rugby doc- 
umentary featuring muscular dudes in 
wheelchairs ever made. It's also a pow- 
erful movie by any standard. Four play- 
ers per team, most of whom suffered 
injuries to the spine or neck, roll around 
and throw a ball around. We watch lik- 
able MarkZupan and his nationalteam- 
mates take on the world's best, includ- 
ing Canada — coached by arch rival Joe 
Soares. Though the movie follows the 
American-Canadian rivalry in big clash- 
es at the 2002 World Championship in 
Sweden and the 2004 Paralympics in 
Athens, “Murderball” isn’t just about 
sports. It's an emotional visit with some 
determined young men (and one middle- 
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aged guy in major denial) who refuse 
to accept limitations in every aspect of 
their lives, (dt) 

MUST LOVE DOGS (PG-13, 88 minutes) 
This listless, cliche-ridden tale of two 
divorcees who meet through an online 
dating service stands as yet another 
example of how easy it is for filmmakers 
to fail at romantic comedy. The usually 
radiant Diane Lane loses some of her 
luster as Sarah Nolan, a divorcee who 
ventures into the world of online dat- 
ing after her sister posts her profile on 
a product-placed Web site. Eventually 
Sarah must choose between a quirky 
boat builder (John Cusack) and the 
flirtatious father of one of her students 
(Dermot Mulroney), but many viewers will 
lose interest long before she makes that 
decision, (jen chaney) 

RED EYE (PG-13, 85 minutes) Filmmaker 
Wes Craven's airplane -set thriller about 
atraveler(Rachel McAdams) held hos- 
tage by a smooth-talking criminal (Cillian 
Murphy) isatautand supple entertain-

ment, especially when it has nowhere 
to go but inside the characters' heads. 
Although it doesn't exactly fall apart in 
thefilm's final reel, when the action leaves 
the plane's cabin forthe larger world, it 
does lose some of the pressure-cooker 
intensity of the film's first hour, (mo) 
THE SKELETON KEY (PG-13, 104 min- 
utes) As voodoo-themed thrillers go, 
“The Skeleton Key” delivers on all for- 
mulaic counts, except one: It never serves 
up any truly nightmare-inspiring scares. 
Kate Hudson bravely allows her mascara 
to repeatedly run in her role as Caroline 
Ellis, a live-in caretakerto stroke victim 
Ben Devereaux(John Hurt), who happens 
to live in a creepy mansion in the swampy 
outskirts of New Orleans with his over- 
protective wife Violet (Gena Rowlands). 
Immediately, Caroline senses something 
weird aboutthe place. To paraphrase the 
lyrics of Carlos Santana, it appears the 
Devereauxs have got a black magic 
attic. Like almost every psychological 
horror flick spawned from Hollywood 
these days — from “The Forgotten” to 
200Ts exceptional “The Others” — “The 
Skeleton Key” creates a mood of gener- 
al foreboding, sprinkles in afew spine- 


straightening jolts, then caps it all off 
with atwist ending, (dt) 

SKY HIGH (PG, 99 minutes) “Sky High” 
is a slight but sure-footed, live-action 
comic fantasy from Disney. Director Mike 
Mitchell deftly blends two gen res — the 
high school romance and the special- 
effects-laden superhero comic book 
adaptation — and manages to spoof 
yet salute both with a refreshing lack of 
pretension. Will Stronghold (Michael 
Angarano), son of Captain Stronghold 
(Kurt Russell) and Josie Jetstream (Kelly 
Preston), knows his parents expect him 
to follow in their world -saving path. Will 
arrives at Sky High, a school for superhe- 
roes' kids, without powers butthat begins 
to change. The younger actors all avoid 
ham-acting, and their more seasoned 
colleagues havefun with the witty mate- 
rial. (JANE HORWITZ) 

SUPERCRDSS: THEMDVIE(PG-13,80min- 

utes) This poor man's “LordsofDogtown” 
substitutes hardcore motorcycle racing 
for extreme skateboarding and features 
ayoung cast of TV-bred actors. Butthe 
movie's not about romance, except with 
bikes flying incessantly through the air.

Essentially, it’s little more than an IMAX- 
style promotion tor the sport of motor- 
cycling. (RICHARD HARRINGTON) 

THE TUNNEL (Unrated, 160 minutes) An 
old-fashioned thriller along the lines of 
“The Great Escape," German filmmaker 
Roland Suso Richter's fact-based drama 
tells the story of champion East German 
swimmer Harry Melchior (Heino Perch) 
who escapes to the West just before the 
building ofthe Berlin Wall, only to tun- 
nel back under itto rescuethefamily he 
left behind. If certain details are over- 
looked, the suspense is nevertheless 
masterfully handled, with a fine ensem- 
ble cast, (mo) 

VALIANT (G, 76 minutes) This World War 
II -set animated adventure about a plucky 
carrier pigeon (voice of Ewan McGregor) 
is proof that it isn't easy to make movies 
that appeal both to kids and their parents. 
Too reliant on a knowledge of Nazi history

No Ones Looking 



While summer TV 
tries its hardest to 
please, viewers doze 

TOO DARN HOT I Movie studios won- 
dering where filmgoers went this 
summer can rest assured of one 
thing: Those missing Americans 
weren’t glued to the TV screen. 

With the notable exception of 
ABC’s “Dancing With the Stars,” 
the six major broadcast networks 
have slogged through a disappoint- 
ing summer, with household view- 
ing down about 6 percent compared 
with the same period last year. 
Among the advertiser-friendly 
demographic of adults ages 18 to 
49, the slide was even worse. 

A number of heavily promoted 
reality series tanked, including 
CBS’ “Rock Star: INXS,” NBC’s “I 
Want to Be a Hilton,” and David 
E. Kelley’s “The Law Firm,” which 
moved to Bravo after two low-rated 
episodes. 

But scripted series failed to 
deliver as well. ABC watched its 
Roman epic “Empire” decline and 
fall. And viewers showed little inter- 
est in repeats of hits like “Desperate 
Housewives” or “Lost.” 

As in recent years, basic cable 
took advantage of broadcast- 
ers’ summertime slowdown and 
unleashed a blitz of original script- 


ed series. TNT’s crime drama “The 
Closer” was a sleeper hit and the 
network also drew strong num- 
bers with its series “Wanted” and 
the miniseries “Into the West.” FX’s 
Iraq drama “Over There” started out 
powerfully, although it dropped in 
subsequent airings. 

“The fall is the time when 
broadcast comes out with new 
scripted stuff, but summertime 
is when cable does it,” said Jack 
Wakshlag, chief research officer 
at Turner Broadcasting, which 
includes TNT. 

Spanish-language network 
Univision, meanwhile, dominated 
the rapidly growing young Hispanic 
audience with the telenovelas “La 
Madrastra” and “Apuesta For Un 
Amor.” 


The summer numbers raise 
doubts about broadcasters’ oft- 
expressed hopes of grabbing 
momentum away from cable dur- 
ing the warmer months. Over the 
past five years, network executives 
have increasingly eyed summer as a 
platform for new reality series; both 
CBS’ “Survivor” and Fox’s “American 
Idol” started as summer shows and 
became top performers during the 
regular season, too. But the search 
for the next hot reality offering may 
have created a glut since May. 

“It’s not that the broadcasters 
struck out,” said Steve Sternberg, 
executive vice president at New 
York-based ad firm Magna Global. 
“There was just so much reality that 
there were more flops than success- 
es.”

Writers Sue Over Reality 


LOS ANGELES I Hollywood writers 
have sued Fox Broadcasting and the 
producer of such reality shows as 
“Joe Millionaire,” charging the com- 
panies with violating California’s 
labor laws covering payment of 
wages, overtime and meal breaks. 

The lawsuit is the second filed 
with assistance from the Writers 
Guild of America, west, which is try- 
ing to pressure producers to agree 
to an industry-wide contract with 
those who “write” the supposedly 
unscripted shows. 

The latest suit was filed on 
behalf of 10 writers and editors

and is seeking class-action sta- 
tus. It claims that Fox and Rocket 
Science Laboratories, the produc- 


er of seven reality shows on Fox, 
required employees to falsify time 
cards, failed to pay overtime and 
routinely required plaintiffs to work 
12 hours a day or more. 

Last month, a group of 12 writ- 
ers sued ABC, CBS, WB and Turner 
Broadcasting System Inc., as well 
as several other producers, making 
similar claims. 

“It’s time for Fox and the other 
major broadcasting companies to 
step out in the light of day and end 
these injustices,” WGA president 
Daniel Petrie Jr. said in a state- 
ment.

An anthropologist 
relives the life of 
a college freshman 

As a professor at Northern Arizona 
University, Cathy Small was baffled 
by undergraduates. They seemed 
less engaged, less likely to do 
assigned reading and more likely 
to ask questions like “Do you want 
it double-spaced?” So she decided 
to study them as anthropologists 
research any foreign culture — she 
lived among them. 

After moving into a dorm, eat- 
ing cafeteria food and struggling 
with a five-course schedule, the 
50-something Small said she 
empathized with students who 
struggle to balance chaotic class 
and work schedules. Small wrote 
a book on her research under 
the pseudonym Rebekah Nathan 
called “My Freshman Year: What 
a Professor Learned by Becoming 
a Student.” 

Small took a sabbatical and 
spent the 2002-2003 school year 
conducting her research. With 
approval from the university’s 
research board, she used her high

school transcript to get admitted 
and moved into a dorm — though 
she did forgo the roommate experi- 
ence by getting a single room. 

Small spent the first semester 
taking classes outside her field of 
expertise, trjdng to immerse herself 
in student life. She didn’t go to her 
Flagstaff home and didn’t contact 
regular friends, trying to experience 
the loneliness and other travails of 
freshman life. During her second 
semester, she did more formal inter- 
views and focused on the research, 
which she published without iden- 
tifying students or the university, 
although it eventually was outed 
by the media. 

Small said she found that stu- 
dents downplayed publicly the 
effort they put into assigned read- 
ing or papers, but when interviewed, 
many said they were interested in 
their course work.

she learned from good students, was 
being able to quickly decipher what 
work needed to be done and what 
could be skipped. Those manage- 
ment skills helped students balance 
classes, part-time work and involve- 
ment in volunteer or professional 
groups. Small said. 

She found some of the course - 
work tough and had to seek tutor- 
ing for a class far outside her field 


of study. “It was a hectic life,” she 
said. 

Small also said she found current 
undergraduates faced more pres- 
sure to pick a major that readily 
translated into a job that could 
pay off student loans. 

Travis Shumake, student body 
president and a senior at NAU’s 
School of Hotel and Restaurant 
Management, said he sees that 


all the time — students choosing 
his program because it provides 
the “fastest results at the highest 
income.” 

Small said her generation wasn’t 
as career- oriented in college. 

“It was an era of anti-materi- 
alism. It was kind of nerdy then 
to talk about careers,” she said. 
“Now, different things are nerdy.”

Parents involved in 
managing their kids’ 
money help and hurt 

Nishank Khanna, CEO of his own 
online-coupon Web site, knows 
how to make money. But the 23- 
year- old doesn’t know how to man- 
age it yet. 

That’s where his dad comes in. 
He controls “pretty much every- 
thing, from personal finances to 
business finances,” Khanna said. 

Running Undertag.com and 
living in his own apartment in 
Queens, N.Y., Khanna is more 
independent than many people 
his age. Still, he knows he has a 
lot to learn before he can take over 
the reins from his dad, who emi- 
grated from India in 1973 with 


few assets and became a mutual 
fund manager. 

“Let’s say tomorrow he just stops 
doing it. I wouldn’t know how to file 
my taxes or anything. I don’t even 


know where some of my money is,” 
said Khanna, who plans to hire an 
accountant in a few years to replace 
his dad.

want to protect their kids’ money, 
but when should they stop? It’s a 
tough decision — the transition to 
financial independence is difficult 
these days, as surging home prices, 
education costs, credit card debt and 
job competition leave many young 
adults in a lurch. 

So how do parents let go? When 
children enter the working world, 
parents don’t need to suddenly sever 
all financial ties. Becoming fiscal- 
ly independent often takes a series 



of steps, depending on the child’s 
maturity level — not to mention 
assets, income and debt. 

One step is establishing bound- 
aries. If a young adult needs money 
to pay off credit card debt or make a 
down pajnnent on a house, it’s OK to 
ask a parent for a loan — as long as 
the parent can afford to, and as long 
as the terms of the loan are clear. 

If parents want to loan their 
children money, a good way to do 
it is by setting up a matching sys- 
tem, where the parent pays only as 
much money as the child contrib- 
utes, John Gallo said. This way, a 
parent can help their child become 
debt-free more quickly, but the 
child is ultimately responsible. 

Another step is encouraging 
grown children to come up with 
their own financial objectives. 
Young adults must realize that 
whoever makes decisions about 
their money makes decisions about 
their life. 

It’s detrimental for a parent 
to control adult children’s money 
without involving them at all in the 
decision-making, experts say, but it 
can be helpful to give advice — as 
long as the advice is educated and 
solicited, madlen read (ap)

Has “Invisible Man” been the great- 
est work ef African- American iiter- 
ature of the 20th century? 

CROUCH: I wouldn’t say that it is the 
greatest work of fiction of the 20th 
century, but I would say it is one of 
them because it captures the sen- 
sibility of an extremely intelligent 
individual from his skin inward and 
his skin outward. ... 

What was it, in your mind, that made 
“Invisibie Man” so extraordinary? 
KIRKLAND: For one, Ellison’s depic- 
tion of black people as not just 
victims but pro-active, intelligent 
people who even under oppression 
fashioned a culture for themselves 
that has enriched and made more 
vital American culture. 

Why do you think Eilison shirked 
what some thought was his respon- 
sibiiity to be an activist? 

CROUCH: He was an activist. He just 
wasn’t a loudmouth activist. He was 
an adviser to Lyndon Johnson. He 
was one of the people who helped 
develop public television. But he 


tended, from what I can tell, to 
first and foremost be a writer. ... 

Eiiison seems iike Walt Whitman or 
Sam Ciemens, a man who ioved the 
peopie of America, but maybe not 
the country as a whoie. 

CROUCH: I think that he has a quar- 
rel with the various levels of bigot- 
ry that were established ... At the 
same time I think he could see the 
surging energy and invention that 
makes America what it is. ... 

Do you think the protagonist in 
“Invisibie Man” mirrors Eiiison? 
CROUCH: No. He didn’t have that 
experience on the campus. When 
he went in the Communist Party he 
didn’t have the experience the nar- 
rator had. Ellison was a very gifted 
writer, so I don’t think it’s that far 
out to imagine that he imagined 
what he imagined.

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High-tech perks lure 
buyers to fancy new 
condo developments 

Privacy is scarce in condomini- 
ums, especially in D.C.’s crowded 
communities. But for WTTG-Fox 
5 Weekend Anchor Will Thomas, 
privacy is non-negotiable. So, he 
snapped up a $450,000 two-hed- 
room, two -bathroom unit when he 
learned it would come with compli- 
mentary videophone access control 
and a fenced-in patio. 

Columbia Heights’ Villaggio con- 
dos, now sold-out, came standard 
with multimedia networks, video- 
phones and monitored alarm sys- 
tems. For an additional fee, devel- 
oper Bogdan Builders eould have 
pre-installed 42-inch high-defini- 
tion plasma televisions, too. 

With the videophone, Thomas 
can screen, see and speak to visitors 
on a 5-inch TV screen set into the 
base of the phone. The gadget also 
electronically unlocks the door. And 
he easily arranged to have Bogdan

enclose his 600-square-foot patio 
with fencing and a Plexiglass pri- 
vacy screen. 

Increasingly, newly constructed 
high-end condos are luring buyers 
with unusual high-tech features that 
go far beyond stainless-steel appli- 
ances. Developers are throwing in 
multimedia network systems, plas- 
ma televisions, smart-home tech- 
nology and other special touches 
as basic amenities. 

While the condo market is still 
hot, many real-estate pros say it’s 
the developers who’ve sprinkled 
their portfolios with distinctive 
goodies who will surpass competi- 
tors when the market tightens. “The 
one perk that is automatic right now 
with almost all new- construction 
developers is the wiring in the 
house” for sound, voice and data, 
said Mounir Badawy, a Realtor at 
ReMax Distinctive in McLean. 

Smart-home technology will be 
the next staple, he said. Smart tech- 
nology automates household systems 
with, for example, self-adjusting air

conditioning, programmable light- 
ing and motion- detector activated 
music selection. “Imagine if you had 
a house and you couldn’t put elec- 
tricity into the property. These fea- 
tures are becoming equivalent to 
that,” said Badawy. 

Vendors say affordable auto- 
mated appliances will hit the home 
accessory market this year, setting 
the stage for widespread adoption 
in condos by 2008. 

For the past two decades, build- 
ers either had to spend $40,000 to 
$100,000 to network homes with 
dedicated wall-to-wall wiring or 
condo ovraers had to configure their 
own systems, said Ken Fairbanks, 
director of business development for 
catalog company SmartHome. “The 
smart-home has been kind of rel- 
egated to the rich and famous, Bill 
Gates homes. The other side has 
been the kind of ... geek,” he said. 
“That is about to change.” 

Smart appliances that com- 
municate using existing electrical 
wiring in the home will appear in 
2006, Fairbanks said. “They do not 
require any pre -wiring. A builder 


would just have to put a differ- 
ent light switch in, not a different 
wire.” A smart light switch costs 
under $50; it could, say, turn on 
the kitchen lights when you open 
the garage door. 

Creativity abounds in the smart 
home. A smart microwave with a 
bar code scanner can read the brand 
label off a popcorn box and program 
itself to heat for five minutes. Smart 
blinds optimize sunlight, slashing 
energy costs. A washer can send 
a text message or blink the house 
lights when its cycle is complete. 

Steve Gerber, Bogdan Builders’ 
vice president of production, also 
expects smart technology to flow- 
er in upscale condos. “Building 
these higher- quality units gives 
you staying power," he said. In 
October, Bogdan will deliver anoth- 
er Columbia Heights complex, the 
Ivy at Harvard. Each unit will also 
come standard with a videophone, 
security system and multimedia 
network. 

Already, upscale ventures are 
marketing smart-home technol- 
ogy as a perk. Hopkins Row, a 25- 
unit property in Baltimore, boasts a 
smart connection center that regu- 
lates all electronic appliances from 
one control panel in the utility closet.

The condos go on sale in 2006. 

“The control panel is like an elec- 
tric breaker box with Ethernet con- 
nections, security cameras, cable, 
satellite, home theater, etc.,” said 
Michael Goss, managing partner 
at Baltimore-based Ricco Design 
and Development , the firm launch- 
ing Hopkins Row. 

Another extraordinary trimming 
at Hopkins Row is a little contrap- 
tion that scans your index finger to 
unlock the front door. The thing- 
amajig, known as biometric key- 
less access, searches a database of 
pre-registered fingerprints. Condo 
owners can enroll prints of family, 
friends, housekeepers and other 
regular visitors. “You don’t have to 
worry about children losing keys,” 
said Goss. 

The Southerland Condominium 
(1629 16th St. NW) has almost sold 
out of its smart home-enabled units. 
The remaining $2.3 million pent- 
house unit contains a steam room 
and heated floors, in addition to 
the smart home pre -wiring. Dita 
Bittenbender, marketing manag- 
er for Southerland developer Ken 
Taylor Real Estate, said the con- 
dos target the more discriminat- 
ing buyer. “We have a lot of afflu-

ent customers who want that higher 
end. It’s not going to cater to every- 
body, ” she said. 

Meanwhile, moderately priced 
projects are trying to lure buyers 
with goodies that mimic those of 
more expensive condos. 

The 28 -unit Columbia Square 
complex in Columbia Heights will 
showcase built-in 42 -inch Panasonic 
plasma televisions in every condo. 
Another freebie: thick drywall that’s 
insulated by metal shock absorbers 
and matting to reduce sound trans- 
mission. The 450 -square-foot junior 
one-bedroom is priced in the low 
$200s; sales start in September. 

Realtors and potential homebuy- 
ers say plasma televisions, which cost 
more than $2,000, are a rarity in 
mid-market condos. 

Julie Eddy, 33, has visited almost 
15 condominiums, none of whieh 
had a flat-panel TV of any sort. The 
political action committee director’s 
price limit is about $350,000. 

After visiting a partially finished 
Columbia Square model, Eddy said, 
“I really like it. Granted, I really 
want to see it completely finished. 
Although I am continuing to look at 
other plaees, Tm gonna be shocked 
if I see anything that compares." She 
has her heart set on the unit’s lime- 
stone countertops in the bathroom 
and flat-screen TV. 

Real- estate brokers insist these 
giveaways are not a harbinger of an 
imminent real estate bust. 

Gerard DiRuggiero, a broker and 
managing member of real estate bro - 
kerage UrbanLand Company, said, 
“The market is extremely strong, 
but nonetheless the developers are 
always looking for an advantage. 
They want to sell faster and move 
on to the next one.” 

The benefits to buyers are obvi- 
ous. Private courtyards and patios 
lend the illusion of urban seclusion. 
Usually, “if you’re in the eity and you 
have a balcony, you’re pretty much 
exposed to everybody,” Thomas said. 
Two trees and a number of shrubs 
are the only things lurking outside 
his window. 

Another upside is that, typical- 
ly, purchasers wouldn’t otherwise 
indulge themselves in a $6,000 
outdoor grill or heated floors. Also, 
developers hide the connecting wires 
and install reeessed outlets, saving 
buyers the cost of ripping out dry-

wall for speakers or flat screens. 

But there are also unexpected 
drawbacks to these ineentives. 

ReMax’s Badawy says that some 
high-tech installations come with 
the risk of lower resale. “Plasma TVs 
will go away ... technology ages a 
house. An entertainment room built 
and designed five years ago will be 
outdated today,” he said. Surround 
sound and smart technology are 
exceptions, he added. 

Badawy also disagrees with the 
notion that developers who bend 
over backwards to offer outland- 
ish knick-knacks will outdo their 
rivals. “Maybe one out of a hundred 
clients will really care about rein- 
forced walls. The dimmers ... that’s 
almost meaningless.” 

Jay Eeldman, branch manager 
of Coldwell Banker Chevy Chase, 
contends there’s no such thing as a 
free lunch. “They’re offering it, but 
I’m sure they’re charging for it and 
marking up the fee,” he said. “A lux- 
ury car dealer makes more per car 
than for a stripped-down model.” 

Regardless of developers’ 
motives, there are treasures to be 


had. Realtors recommend reading 
the fine print in condo contracts 
and associated literature to find 
hidden gems. 

Elisa Schweizer, a Realtor with 
Long and Eoster in the District, said 
perks promised in condo papers are 
not always listed in contracts. One 
of her client’s condo documents 
referred to a gas fireplace, but the 
contract made no mention of it. 
Schweizer defended the buyer, say- 
ing he would back out of the deal. 
“The developer hurried and signed 
an addendum saying he would put 
a gas fireplace in there.” 

Likewise, Thomas advised condo 
buyers to fully research the quality 
of all included extras. Products can 
sound appealing on paper but trans- 
late into a pile of confusing wires 
and buttons. He suggested asking 
for the brand name of each item, 
learning what options are available 
on that item and figuring out how 
it works beforehand. So far, he said 
he’s been pleased with his paekage. 
Except for the awe on his friends’ 
faces, “when I moved in, there were

Washington Post Real Estate editor 
Maryann Haggerty chatted about 
condos and other housing topics 
on Aug. 19. Catch future chats at 
washingtonpost.com. 

I’m about to have an appraiser visit 
my condo in order to secure a home 
equity line of credit. I’ve never 
dealt with an appraiser before. 
What should I expect? 

It’s no big deal. If you’ve had previ- 
ous appraisals (like the one that was 
done when you bought the condo), 
have a copy to show the appraiser. 
If you have made major improve- 
ments — i.e., completely redone 
the kitchen, or added a half-bath 
— point them out. (Cosmetic things 
like painting or floor- sanding don’t 
count). Otherwise, just stay out of 
the appraiser’s way. 

As a recent owner of a condo in 
McLean, the recent surge in avail- 
able condos is a bit concerning, 
especially in light of all the "bub- 
ble” and "correction” talk. What is 
your take on the increase in sup- 
ply? Is this the signal of a change in 
the market? 

Dunno. Even as sales slow a little, 
developers keep bringing new con- 
dos on the market. Are there buy- 
ers out there? We’ll see. In the past, 
condos have been perhaps the most 
volatile sector of the market. But 
there are those who argue that it 
will be different this time, largely 
because of demographic changes 
that are increasing the number of 
would-be condo buyers out there. 

Why doesn’t D.C. encourage more 
retail in residential areas? Those 
may sound like opposites, but in a 
city like New York, there’s a con- 
venience store on every corner of 
every neighborhood — and a res- 
taurant, a small shop, etc. It seems 
like if you have a combination of 
businesses and residences in up- 
and-coming areas, those neighbor- 
hoods arc more likely to stay “up.” 
D.C. has a complex set of zoning 
rules, overlays, etc., that require 
retail on the ground floor of newly 
constructed areas (downtown, and 
West End come quickly to mind.) In 
the more “residential” areas, retail 


tends to cluster on “high streets,” 
except for some corner stores, etc., 
that are grandfathered in. Residents 
of many neighborhoods, especially 
the less dense ones, HATE having 
retail too close to them. Just listen 
to the debate at any ANC meeting 
when anyone suggests any sort of 
commercial development. 

We’re first-time buyers, open 
to living in Northern Virginia or 
Montgomery County — our only 
criterion is that we’re near (pref- 
erably walking distance from) a 
Metro station. Are there agents 
who can show us properties in both 
regions or will we need to find two? 
It we use two different agents, 
should we disclose this tact to each 
of them? 

A lot of agents around here are 
licensed in two or three jurisdic- 
tions. The problem is that many 
specialize in a particular area, 
and really don’t know the other 
ones well. So ask any agent you 
consider working with, and listen 
to determine whether the answer 
is an honest one. 

It’s terrible to contemplate the pos- 
sibility of a devastating terrorist 
attack in the D.C. area, but I feel 
compelled to raise this question: 
What happens to the investment of 
a D.C. area homeowner in the event 
of such an attack? And would a 
typical insurance policy cover any 
physical damage, or would loss due 
to terrorism be excluded? 

I’ll take a deep breath, say a short 
prayer and answer this one: 
Well, there HAS been a terrorist 
attack here — the bombing of the 
Pentagon. Then, when we were 
still so upset, the anthrax thing. 
But it didn’t seem to make a dent 
in real estate prices. People didn’t 
flee the D.C. area after the attacks. 
Actually, companies specializing in 
homeland security grew and added 
workers. Also, of course, in NYC: 
after Sept. 11, real estate values in 
lower Manhattan tanked, but then 
they came back. 

Insurance policies generally 
exclude paying for acts of war, 
damage from nuclear explosions, 
etc. But insurance companies also 
generally look individually at claims 
resulting from acts of terrorism. So 
you could be covered. 

And if the market overall drops 
because of well-placed fears? That’s 
just something homeowners would 
have to accept.

Condos Hit a Home Run 


The area around 
the planned stadium 
is the next big place 

Money is on the prowl at M 
Street and New Jersey Avenue in 
Southeast, looking for opportu- 
nity as plans for a new hasehall 
stadium two blocks away steadily 
advance. 

Tenants in the neighborhood 
known as Near Southeast — a car 
mechanic, a small cab company, 
an after- school program for kids at 
risk of getting into trouble — look 


out their windows and watch. They 
watch as two 14 -story buildings — 
one for a hotel, the other for co- 
ops — rise amid barren lots, shoved 
against an abandoned two-story 
building, crowding out an open- 
air drug market. They know that 
glam will not be denied, and that 
they are in the way. 

A city-led redevelopment effort 
started to transform the decrepit 
patch south of Capitol Hill in the 
late 1990s, but it was the 2004 
decision to place the Washington 
Nationals’ baseball stadium in the 
neighborhood that launched a full- 


scale land rush. And the explosion 
of development that has surrounded 
MCI Center in Chinatown provided 
an enticing blueprint. 

“They give such a hard time to 
everybody around here to try to get 
them to sell,” said Davood Mirzaiee, 
a mechanic, talking about develop- 
ers on the hunt as he fixed a cab’s 
front end alignment. He bought a 
small lot at First and K streets SE 
last year for $250,000 and built 
a repair shop, calling it A-1 Tires 
Alignment Auto Service. In the 
last six months, he said, he’s got- 
ten a couple of offers from develop- 


ers — one who said he was willing 
to pay as much as $1.5 million for 
Mirzaiee’s lot, about the size of a 
large two-bedroom apartment. 

The first pitch in the proposed 
baseball stadium is at least three 
years away, the ceremonial ground- 
breaking as yet unplanned, but the 
tantalizing prospect of a stadium 
has already set off a mad grab. 

“This area is on fire,” said Tim 
Temple, who owns Splash carwash 
near the corner of South Capitol 
and I streets, four blocks from the 
proposed stadium, and is consid- 
ering at least two offers — one for 


approximately $8 million — for his 
land and a neighboring lot. 

“Everything’s going,” said 
Temple, who bought his lot in 
1978 with $164,001 he got in the 
settlement of a motorcycle accident. 
“We’ve got Congress on one side and 
the stadium on the other.” 

Marty Chernoff, a longtime 
landowner based in Denver, recent- 
ly sold about two acres near First 
and I streets SE — an area roughly 
the size of two football fields — for 
more than $40 million. He owned 
some of that property with a part-

ner, Leonard Greenberg, chief exec- 
utive of Bethesda-based Greenhill 
Capital Corp. 

Chernoff said he paid about 
$1.55 million for the land, which 
he began acquiring in 1987 when 
most investors saw only blight in 
Southeast and kept buying after 
the real estate crash of the late 
1980s. 

“It’s a hot time in the old town 
tonight,” Chernoff said jokingly. 
“There’s a lot of buyers and not 
much supply. It’s the old econom- 
ics rule of supply and demand. As 
the demand goes up, so does the 
price. 

“Baseball is a big part of what’s 
driving it,” he said. “It’s the realiza- 
tion that this will be an upscale, 
quality neighborhood where you’re 
close to Capitol Hill and close to 
the new stadium.” 

The stadium, which would take 
up an area that is now used most- 
ly for sand and gravel hauling and 
other industrial uses, would sit 
three blocks south of the Chernoff 
property. It has created a magnetic 
field in the neighborhood bound- 
ed by Interstate 295 on the north- 
ern edge, the Anacostia River to 


the south. South Capitol Street 
SE to the west and as far east as 
11th Street. 

Just east of the stadium, the U.S. 
Department of Transportation is 
building a new headquarters near 
First and M streets SE, which will 
open next year. South of it. Forest 
City Enterprises Inc. of Cleveland 
plans to turn 40 acres into offic- 
es, residences, restaurants, shops 
and a waterfront park over the 
next decade. 

Across from those two projects 
stands a gleaming new office build- 
ing — 1100 New Jersey Avenue SE 
— with government contractors, 
a drugstore, burger joint and 
sub sandwich shop as tenants. 
A major developer — Donohoe 
Companies — owns an empty lot 
near the Navy Yard Metro stop and 
reportedly plans to put an office 
building there. 

Behind the glassy office tower 
at M Street and New Jersey Avenue 
SE, New York-based developer 
Valhal Corp. is spending $110 
million to put up the two 14 -story 
buildings, a 344 -unit luxury coop- 
erative and hotel on a lot that once 
housed small, abandoned rowhous- 
es and a warehouse that formerly 
stored tobacco. The open-air drug 
market, a prominent landmark 
until recently, has yielded to the 
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Star Market in 2005, dwarfed by ValHal Corporation's Capitol Hill Tower project, 
which includes a Courtyard by Marriott, left, and a 340- unit residential building. 


traffic of no-nonsense construc- 
tion workers, providing a remark- 
able transformation. 

“I brought a banker over one day 
to see the site, and there was a dead 
guy laying on the sidewalk,” said 
Sheldon Stein, chief executive of 
Valhal, recalling a dark day a few 
years ago. “It was pretty dicey for 
a very long period of time,” Stein 
said. “Needless to say, he didn’t 
invest with us.” 

Valhal’s co-op units are just 
being marketed. One-bed- 
room units will start in the high 
$200,000s, two-bedroom units as 
high as $400,000 on upper floors. 
Construction on the new complex, 
with a large indoor swimming 
pool and billiards room, started 
in spring 2004. It is scheduled to 
open next spring. 

To the north and west are several 
auto mechanic shops, a few parking 


lots for trucks and a trash trans- 
fer station. On one side, the new 
complex overlooks a squat brick 
building that houses a program 
for at-risk kids. On the other sits 
a parking lot for school buses and 
rows ofboarded-up public housing. 
The buses will give way to a new 
city park, and the public housing 
is being replaced by 1,500 apart- 
ments, condominiums and row- 
houses with prices ranging from 
low-income to market rate. 

The one spot Valhal couldn’t get 
its hands on was a small brick row- 
house that once housed a market. 
The Star Market, as the red and blue 
sign above the boarded-up windows 
says, once sold “Cold Beer & Wine.” 
Valhal offered the landowner a 
deal. “We tried to buy it, but the 
guy wanted $1 million for it,” said 
Stein. “It’s only worth $100,000.

We settled on $400,000.” But 
the deal fell apart. Stein was ready 
to move forward on the project, and 
the landowner, who could not he 
reached for comment, was reluctant 
to sell. The market elosed last fall. 
“He missed the boat,” Stein said. 
“He decided to get serious after it 
was too late.” 

Stein designed his project 
around the little market, whieh 
now stands in the shadow of his 
hotel building — exactly an inch 
away, says Stein’s construction 
superintendent. But, Stein said, it 
all worked out for the best because 
daylight now brightens a courtyard 
that faces Second Street SE. 

“If I had built right up to the 
eorner, it would have eut out the 
light and view of the eourtyard,” 
he said. “It doesn’t look so terrible 
with the market there. The actual 
project comes out better beeause 
it’s there.” 

How his eo-ops will sell is a bit 
of an unknown. He is the first resi- 
dential developer to build in the 
area in years. Stein said he expeets 
to market the projeet to workers 
at the new transportation depart- 
ment headquarters, the nearby 


Navy Yard and on Capitol Hill. 
“Everybody’s waiting to see how 
we do,” Stein said. “Then they’ll 
be right on our heels.” 

Much more development is 
coming. A half block from Stein’s 
co-op and hotel project, Irving, 
Texas-based apartment developer 
JPI plans to put a residential and 
retail complex on some of the land it 
bought last week from Chemoff near 
Eirst and I streets SE, now home to 
a strip club, the Nexus Gold Club. 
Nexus will probably be torn down 
in a year or so; Ron Hunt, manager, 
said he’s looking for another loca- 
tion in downtown D.C. 

The big, Bethesda-based devel- 
oper Lerner Corp. is starting on an 
office building at Half and M streets 
SE, in the midst of empty lots and 
run-down buildings. Monument 
Realty EEC of Washington is also 
planning a large mixed-use devel- 
opment on land it owns near the 
stadium site, on N Street between 
Half and South Capitol streets. And 
a few bloeks away, on I Street SW, 
Centex Homes of Dallas plans to 
build about 300 condominiums 
and a new home for the Corcoran 
College of Art and Design in a 
building onee occupied by a recent- 
ly closed homeless shelter, dana
